A hunter named Owen was arrestec 
for hunting on enclosed lands and 
paid.a fine of $10.00 and costs. 

One Ohio hunter, hunting under a 
Michigan license, was fined $50.00 and 
eosts for. not having a non-resident 
license. Later the fine was revoked 
upon his purchase of a non-resident 
license. This party had resided in 
Saginaw for the past two months and 
concluded that he had gained a resi- 
dente there, whereas it is necessary 
to reside in Michigan six months be- 

fore a legal residence can be claimed. 
The court felt that, he had been con- 
scientious in believing that he was en- 
titled to a Michigan license. A Mich- 
igan deer license costs $2.50, whereas 
a non-resident license is $25.00. 

Three other parties were apprehend- 
ed for hunting without. licenses and 
each was fined $10.00 and ccsts, and 
each had to buy licenses. 
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In the arrest of Fred Carr the of- 
ficers, armed with a search warrant, 
found in his home a quantity of il 
legal venison. In the search, accord- 
ing to the story told by the officers 
a quantity of liquor also was dis- 
covered. ‘According to Jaw the liquor 
could not be touched. Therefore an- 
other search warrant was sworn out 
giving the officers jurisdiction and six 
quarts of liquor and two, cases of 
beer were found and _ confiscated. 
Sheriff Bobenmoyer assisted in this 
later investigation and, it seems, had 
some altercation with Mrs. Carr who 
resisted by striking him with a ham- 
mer. Up to this time no charge has 
been made against Mrs. Carr. Mrs. 
Carr, it is said, sat down upon the 
jugs of Hquor and refused to abdicate.
